1 Allo, you ſhall enquire, if any perſon doth poſſeſſe any Swan, 
dz Cignet , that may not diſpend the cleare pearelp value ok five 
Parkes of Free-hold, except Beite apparant to thecrowne; then 
you ſhall pzeſent him.

3 Alſo, Jfany perſon 02 perſons, doe dzine away any Swanne, 
o2 Swannes, bzeeding, 02 pꝛouiding to bzcede ; be it vpon his own 
ground, oz any other mans ground: he, 02 they, ſo offending, ſhall 
ſuffer one peeres impꝛiſonment, and fine at the kings plaaſure,thiry 
teene ſhillings foure pence, 11. Henty 7. 

4 Jf there be found any Weares vpon the Niuers, not hauing a⸗ 
ny Grates befoze them; It is labotull foz enery Owner, Swanne- 
maiſters, o: Swanne herdes, to pull vp, oz cut downe the Birth⸗ 
net, oz Gynne of the ſaid Meare, 03 3

5 Jfany perſon, oꝛ perſons, be found carrying any s wan-hocke, 
and the ſame perſon being no wan herd, noz accompanied with 
two Swan ⸗herds: enery ſuch perſon ſhall pay to the Ring, Thir⸗ 
teene ſhillings foure pence , (that is to ſay ) Thꝛee ſhillings foure 
pence to him that will infozme; and the reſt to the King, 
| 6 The auncient cuſtome ofthis Realme hath and doth allow to 

euery owner of ſuch ground where any ſuch Swan ſhall heirie, to 

take one Land-bir3; and foz the ſame the Kings Bateſtte muſt haue 
of him that hath the Land- bird, T welte pence, Be it vpon his own 
ground, 02 any other. 

7 It is oꝛdained, that it any perſon, oꝛ perſons, do conuey away, 
oꝛ ſteale away the Egge, o; Egges of any Swannes, and the ſame 
being duely pꝛoued by two ſufficient witnelles, that then euer ſuch 
offendoz.ſhall pay to the Ring thirttene ſhillings faure pence, foz eue⸗ 
rx Egge ſo taken out of the Neſt ofany Swanne. 

$ At is oꝛdained, that enery owner that hath any Swannes, chall 
pay euery peare pearelp foz enery Swan-marke, foure pence to the 
aiſter ot the Game foz his f, and his dinner and ſupperfree on 
the Upping dates: And if the ſaid maiſter of the Game fails of the 
foure pence, then he ſhall diſtraine the Game of euer ſuch Owner, 
that ſo doth faile of payment. 

9 Jſthere be any perſon, oꝛ perſons, that hath Swannes, that doe 
beirie vpon any of their ſeuerall waters, and after come to the com- 
mon Riner,they ſhall pay a Land⸗bird fo the Ring, and bee obedient 
to all wanne Lawes: fo2 diners ſuch perſons doe vſe colluſion, to 
defraud the King of his right. 

10 It is02dained,that every perſon, hauing any @wane,ſhall be, 
gin yearely to marke, vpon the firſt of Auguſt,and no perſon befoze ; 
but after, as conuentently may be, ſo that the Paiſter of the Kings 
Game oz his Depaty,be pꝛeſent. And it any take vponhim,oz them, 
| to markeany Swanne oꝛ Cignet, in other manner, to fozfeite to the 
| Kings Maieſtie fo2 every wanne ſo marked, foztie ſhillings. 

11 It is oꝛdained, that no perſon oz perſons, being Owners, 03 
Deputies,o2 Sernants to them, oz other, chall goe on marking with⸗ 
out the — _ wr mo — — with other 
Swan ⸗ berds next adioyning,vpon paine fofozfeit to the i as 
tell, foxie ſhillings, . ings P 
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12 It is oꝛdained, that no perſon ſhall hunt any Duckes, oꝛ any 
other Chaſe in the water, oz neere the haunt of Swannes in Fence- 
time, with any Dogge 03 Spanieis: : vx. from the Feaſt of Eaſter ro 
Lammas : vpon paine fozenery time ſo found in hunting, to fozfeite 
ſiz ſhillings eight pence. 

13 It is oꝛdained that ił any perſon doth ſet any ſnares , oꝛ any 
manner of Nets, Kime, o2 Engines, to take Bittoꝛns o: Swans, 
from the Feaſt of Eaſter, to the Sunday after Lammas day; Bee 02 
they to fo2feit to the (ings Daieſtte fozeuery tune ſo ſetting, fir 
ſhillings eight pence. 

14 It is oꝛdained, that no perſon take vp any Cignet vamarked, 
o2 make any (ale of them but that ibe Kings Swan- herd, oz bis De⸗ 
putie be pꝛeſent, with other Swan-herds next adioining o haue 
knowledge ofthe ſame: vpon paine to fozfeit to the Rings Male nie 
fozty ſhillings. 

15 Itis o2dained, that the Swan-herdes ofthe Duchie of Lan- 
caſter, ſhall vp no Tanne, oz make any ſale of them, without the 
Paiſter of the S wannes oꝛ his Deputy bee pꝛeſent: vpon paine to 
fozfeite to the Rings Maieſtie koꝛtie ſhillings. 

16 And in like maner, the Kings @wan-herd ſhall not enter into 
the Libertie of the Duchie, without the Duchies S wan⸗herd bee 
there pzeſent : vpon the like paine to fozfeite fozty ſhillings. 

17 It is ozdained, that if any Swannes oz Cignets, bee found 
double marked, they ſhall be ſeazed to the Kings vſe, till it be p;zoned 
to whom the ſame Swannes 02 Cignets doe belong : And if it can⸗ 
not be pzowned to whom they doe belong, that then they be ſeazed foz 
the King, and his Grace to beanſwered to the valueof them. 

18 At is o2dained, that no perſon make ſale ofany white Swans, 
no2 make delinery of them, without the Maiſter ofthe Game be pꝛe⸗ 
ſent,oz his Deputy, with other Swan herdes nextadioining ; vpon 
paine to fozfeit fozty ſhillings : whereof fix ſhillings eight pence to 
him that will infozme; and the reſt, to theKings Paieſtie. 

19 At is o2dained, that no perſen ſhall lay Leapes, ſet any Nets, 
o2 Dꝛagge, within the common Streames 02 Riners vpon the day 
time, from the Feaſt of the Inuention of the Croſſe, tnto the Fealt 


of Lammas : vpon paine ſo oftas they be found ſo offending , to foz- 


keit twenty ſhillings. / 
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20 It is 02dained, that ifthe Paiſter ofthe Swannes, oz his 
Deputy, do ſeaze,o2 take vp any Swannes. as ftrayes,foz the Aings 
Maieſtie, that he ſhall kepe them in a Pit within 20. foote of the 
ings Ilreame, oꝛ within 20. footeof the Common Yigh-way, that 
the kings ſubiects may haue a ſight of the ſaid @wannes ſo ſea zed, 
vpon paine of foꝛtie ſhillings, 

21 It is 02dained, That ił any perſon doe raze out, counterkeit, 
oꝛ alter the marke ofany Swanne, to the hindering oz loſſe of any 
mans Game, and any ſuch offendo2 duely pzaued befoze the Kings 
Paieſties Commilſioners of Swannes, thall ſuffer one yearesim- 
| opzaiſonment, t pay thz& pound ſire ſhillings eight pence, to the ing. 
22 It is oꝛdained, That the commons(that is to ſay)}Dinner and 

ſupper, ſhall not exceede aboue twelue pence a man at the moſt: Af 
there be any Game found where the dinner oꝛ ſupper is holden, vp⸗ 
von that Niuer, the owner being abſent, and none there foz him, the 
aiſter ol the Game is to lay out eight pence foꝛ him, and hee is to 
diſtraine the Game of him that faileth the paitnent ok it. 

23 It is oꝛdained. That there ſhall bee no fozfeiture of any white 
Swanne, oz Cignet, but onelp to the Kings Grace, as well within 
the Franchiſe and Liberties, as without, and if any doe deliver the 
Swanne, oz Cignet ſo ſeazed, to anp perſon, but onely to the Mai- 
Ker of the kings Game, oz to his Deputie, to the kings vſe; He is 
to fozfeit ſire ſhillings eight pence, and the Swannes to bee reſfozed 
vnto the maiſlec ol the Game. 

24 It is 02dained, that no per ſon ſhall fake any gray Swannes 
o2 Cignets, oꝛ white Swannes flying, but that he ſhal within koure 
dayes next after, deliuer it, oz them, to the Maiſter of the Kings 
Game, and the Tanker to haue foꝛ his paines eight pence. And if hee 
kaile, and bꝛing him not, he fozfeits loꝛty ſhillings to the king. 

25 It is oꝛzdained, that no perſon, hauing anp Game ot his oſon, 
ch ll bee Swan⸗ herd foz himſelfe , noz keeper of any other mans 
Swannes: vpon paine to fozieit to the Rings Maieſties fozty ſhil- 
lings. 

26 It is oꝛdained, That no Swan⸗herd, fither, oz fowler, ſhall 
vexe any other Swan-herd, fiſher, oz fowler, by way of ad ion, but 
onely befoze the Rings Maieſties Juſtices of Seſſions of Swannes: 
| vponpaine offozfeiting to the Kings Grace, loꝛtie ſhillings. * 
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27 The Maiſter or the Rings Game, chall not take away any vn⸗ 
marked Swan coupled with any other mans Swan, fozbzeaking 
of the bod: and when they doe Heirie, the one part of the Cignets 
to the Ring, and the other to the owner ofthe marked Swanne. 

28 Allo, any man whatſoeuer hee be, that killeth any Swanne 
with dogge, oz Spaniels, ſhall fozfeite to the King fo2ty ſhillings, the 
owner ofthe Dogge to pay it, whether he be there 02 no. Alſo, the 
Maiſter of the Swannes, is to haue fo; euery white Swanne and 
gray vpping, a penny, and foz euery Cignet, two pence. 

29 It is oꝛdained, that if anp Heirie be leped with one Swan, 
the Swan and the Cignets ſhall bes ſeazed foz the Bing, till due 
pꝛoofe be had whoſe they are, and whoſe was the S wanne, that is 
awap; Be it Cobbe or Pen. 

30 Laſtly, Jf there bee any other miſdemeanour, oz offence com- 
mitted 02 done by any owner ofany Game, Swan⸗ herd, oz other 
perſon whatſoeuer, contrary to any law, ancient cuſtome, az v- 
ſage heretofoze vſed and allowed,and not befoze herein particularly 
mentioned oz expꝛeſlod, vou (hall pzeſent the ſame offence, that refoz- 
mation may be had, and the offendozs puniſhed, accozving to ths 
quantitie and qualitie ofthe ſeuerall oſtences.
